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strong language in condemnation of the brutal 
conduct of his fellow-religionists of the reign of 
Mary: “To detail them (these horrors) would be 
a revolting task ; the mind would shudder, the 
heart sicken, at the recital. At times a momen- 
tary suspension of cruelty seemed to indicate 
the presence of a milder spirit. But the illusion 
was quickly dissipated. New commissions were 
issued, new barbarities were enacted, and a 
monument of infamy was erected, which, even at 
the distance of three centuries, cannot be 
regarded without horror. 
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
